The Susanville Advocate of the 24th, 


says "A leading enterprise, from which, 
when completed, this county and the 
country to which it is tributary will de- 
rive untold benefits ii that being prose- 
cuted by Capt. C. A. Merrill and Peter 
N. Marker, under the name of the Las- 
Ben Flume and Land Company, the ob- 
ject of which is the tapping of Eagle 
Lake (which lies at an altitude of 5,130 
feet, near the geographical center of the 
county), twelve feet beneath its surface 
at low -water-mark with a tunnel and 
cuts 7,424 feet long, eight feet wide by 
six feet high in the clear, with a grade 
of one-half inch to the rod, or''18% feet 
fall in its entire length, which will flow 
seven hundred and eighty millions gal- 
lons of water every twenty-four hours. 
Asfuming that it takes thirty-six hun- 
dred gallons of water every twenty-four 
aonrs for a mouth, to irrigate an acre of 
land (which is more than the farmers of 
Lasuen county use on an average), the 
great volume of water which will pass 
through that tunnel will furnish a quan- 
tity sufficient to irrigate two hundred 
thousand acres of land equally as much 
or more than would a rainfall of twelve 
inched ia three months (the period of 
time which the farmers here generally 
irrigate), because much of the moisture 
thus derived runs off into the streams 
and does little good. At Albion, a small 
place started at the head of Willow Creek 
valley, the tunnel outlet discharges the 
water into the extreme head of Willow 
Creek, the channel of which is suffi- 
ciently large to carry this in addition to 
its natural flow of water, aad through 
which it ii conveyed along the northeast 
side of Willow Creek valley to Belfast.
